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A NOTORIOUS FORGER,

Exploits of John M. Kills—His Fianl Arrest.

The Indian i Journal aays:—

On_ last Friday night Officors Russell and
Boardman brought to thils city from Loalsville
the perron of John M. Kills on a requlsition
from Governor Baker, he having been lndicted
bsﬂu Grand Jury for obtalnlng money under

pretenses. The history of the man is a
very singular and rather "urld" one, and will
be interesting reading. The following ls taken
from ali of papers he had with him at the
time of his eapture:—

John M. Kills, the first known of him, was a
resldont of Bpringfield, Ohlo, where he joloed
an Ohio reglment and was made captain of the
company. The regiment was sent to Nashville,
where he was detalled as quarfermaster. While
at this point he committed forgeries of Govern-
ment vouchers to the nmount of nearly $70,000,
during the winter of 1862 and 1863, The papers
were all signed ““John M. Kills, First Lieutenant
Sist O. V. L. and A. A. Q. M.,"” with the forged
approval of General A. Schoeff.

ore ia good reason to believe that frauds to
the amount of $150,000 in Chlcago aund $50,000
in New York were committed by parties with
whom Kills was in econnection, and his Chicazo
partner is now enjoying a brief respite in the
penitentiary as a reward for his enterprise In
that line.

After the frauds were dlscovered, Kllla was
brought before Judge Trigg, of Nashville, who,
after hearing only the prisoner’s siatement Lo
the eflect that he #as the ool of another
sharper, seutenced him to one year's imprison-
ment in the Penitentiary. This light sentence
puzzeled every one, but even thal was not served
oul. The last act of Audrew Johnson, on the 34
of March, 1809, waa to pardon him.

Alter Kills was pardoned he lald around
Nashville n while, and then went to Lounlsville,
where, on the nlght of his arrival, he distin-
gulshed himeell. In company with a boon com-
panion and two frail sistera of the Falls City he
visited tho Academy of Music. The party raised
such a disturbance that the police had to be
called. Kills drew his pistol on one of them,
but the officer fired first, bitting Kills in the
hand, the ball paselog through tbe hand, strik-
ing a rib, which it followed around to the s{ﬂne.
In o few days he was able to leave that place,
which he did with alaerity.

The pext account we have of him is in this
city, in his old business of swindling. The
particular job that brought him to grief was
swindling W. W. Leathers out ol #100 by swear-
ing that he was possessed of unlimited land in
Iowa. He skipped out to Louisville again, that
place seeming to have a fasclnation for him,
where he was captured by Officers Russell and
Boardman, as above mentioned.

In bis possession were found from $30,000 to
250,000 of the forged vouchers spoken of, or
probably others; a vast number of deeds and
mortgages Lo ?ro erty, all filled save the name,
and abstract of titlea. These, It is supposed,
are his ready aldaln theartof swindling. Anenve-
lope was found marked **Private John M. Kills,
November 4, '70," This contained cutilngs from
papers notlcing his different acts, and portions
of his historv. He stated that he would die
before giving it up, but made a slight mistake
in the assertion.

MUSICAL AN‘ DRAMATIC.

“Dinorah” In English

Dinorah, it is sald, was written by Meverbeoer
to prove Lthatl he conld treat a slmple theme, and
that his genius did pot need the adventitious
alds of melodramatic plot, tremendous dramatic
situations, and magnificent scenic effects. If
Dinorah iz somewhat of a disappolntment to
many opera-goers, it can only be because it is
heard too seldom and because a certain magnifi-
cence of alyle and subject are looked for asa
matter of course in the works of this composer.
Dinorah ia a very beautifal opera, and it 18 well
worthy of belng added to the repertoire of any
troupe that can render it acceptably. It is
characterized by all of Meyerbeer's wealth of
instrumentation, and there are traces
of his grand style all through it,
although this is toned down to ace ord with the
simplicity of the theme. The melodies seat-
tered through it are very beautiful, and some of
them are not surpassed by the more famous
numbers of the composer's better known works.
The performance of this piece last evening at
thu Academy of Musle for the first time in Eng-
lish in this city was an Interesting musical
event; and, considering that it was a first per-
formance, and that several of the singers as-
sumed their respective roles for the first time,
it passed off in a very creditable manuer., Miss
Rose Hersee, who impresses us more and more
the oftener we see her as a thorough artist, had
in “Dinorah™ a part sdmirably suited to her.
8he acted with a great deal of expression, and,
with the exception of a little unevenness at

times that a few repetitions of the
role wlll  correct, sbe sang  the music
in =a manner worthy of  bearty

praise. The famous shadow song la the second
act, especially, was admirably rendered. Mrs.
Seguin, in the minor part of the “'First Goat-
herd," excited cordisl applanse by the superior
gtyle In which she sang the music that fell to
her share, and proved on this, as on many other
occasions, thot she is a genulne artist, who
belleves that nothing s of too little,imporiance
to do well. Mr. Bowler's ‘“‘Correntin” would
have been a eclever comie performance if he
had not overdone It, although his voeallzation
was hardly up to the mark. Mr. Laurence
made a creditable representative of ‘‘Hoel,”
but, like Mr. Bowler, he fell short of the stand-
ard of excellence to which the lady artists
attained, The choruses were moderately well
given, and the orchestration, under \he leader-
ship of [Professor Belhrens, was unusually
good. The performance altogether
was a musical suecess, and it would have been
very enjoyable if the singing bad unot beea
drowned in a deluge of talk. The entertalnment
did not conclude potll nearly midnight, when it
might eatlly bave been brought to a close at
least an hour sooner if the spoken dlalogue had
been kept within reasopable limits. This was a
very serlous drawback 1o the pleasure of the
audience, and if the opera s repeated bore It is
to be hoped that & judicions praoiog of the
spoken words will reduce It 1o something like
reasonabie limiis.
